FRACTIONAL CURRENCY. 


Still another shipment of 850,000 


in small coin from the Carson Mint 
yesterday. 
This makes the third 


day in succession that this shipment 
has been made. This coin is being 
used in redeeming fractional cur- 
rency. Secretary Bristow commenced 
the redemption of fractional currency 
with silver yesterday week, and up 
to the close of business on Saturday 
last, he is reported to have disbursed 
§200,000. 
At the time the work was 


commenced, theie was §20.000,000 
on hand, including $4,000,000 in 
fine silver in process of conversion 
into coin. 
There will be at least 


§700,000 of this coin iu circulation 
by to-morrow night. 
At 


S500,000 per week, it would talse 
forty weeks, or nine months, to pay 
out the silver in hand, and about a 
year and a half to redeem the whole 
amount of fractional currency afloat. 
The work may be accomplished in a 
much shorter period, and it is barely 
possible that it may not be completed 
for two years or more.

derstand the bill, it is optional with 
the holders of fractional currency to 
continue to use it, or to take silver 
as a substitute.

pieces, the estimated weight of a)l 
being six tons. Tlie muia wheels 
measuie four feet in diameter. T\,t 
pendulum ball and rod weigh 70(1 
and 800 pounda, the rod being H1/, 
fret long, and connected with the 
clockwork by what is known as grav- 
ity escapement nnd makes two second 
boats. The rod is of stpel, and, to 
compensate for contraction and ex- 
pansion, is encased in two cylinders, 
one of zinc and one of steel, which, 
by their relative expansion upward, 
maintain a uniform centre of oscilla- 
tion.
